MILLION IN 
11 MONTHS 


Montgomery — Philip J. Ham, 
Commissioner of Revenue, an- 
nounced this week that taxes 
collected by his office during 
the past 11 months hit an all- 
time new figure of $69,578,389. 

This revenue exceeds by $5,- 
000,000 the collections for the 
entire previous year. 

The report showed the three 
largest producers of income over 
the 11-month period as the fol- 
lowing: 

1, Gasoline tax—$22,880,371.

TAXES NEAR 70 
MILLION IN 
11 MONTHS 


Montgomery — Philip J. Ham, 
Commissioner of Revenue, an- 
nounced this week that taxes 
collected by his office during 
the past 11 months hit an all- 
time new figure of $69,578,389. 

This revenue exceeds by $5,- 
000,000 the collections for the 
entire previous year. 

The report showed the three 
largest producers of income over 
the 11-month period as the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Gasoline tax—$22,880,371. 

2. Sales tax—$22,884,438. 

3. Income tax—$9,332,360.

Practically every farmer in 
the county that has seed for 
sale will save enough to plant 
every acre where peanuts and 
cotton is harvested on their 
own farm. After keeping enough 
lupine seed for his own use, S. 
©. Parker, of Basin, was the 
first farmer in the county to 
sell the remainder of his crop. 
Mr. Parker believes in lupine as 
both a cover and seed crop, and 
furthermore, he has convinced 
his neighbors that money spent 
for lupine seed is a good invest- 
ment. 

A. L. Moates, of Enterprise, 
has been planting lupine for se- 
veral years, and you can be as- 
sured that he wouldn’t be so 
enthusiastic about lupine if it 
didn’t me2t his expectations as 
an excellent cover and seed 
crop. 

Accurate records are not usu- 
ally kept by farmers, and the 
actual-value of lupine in in- 
creasing crop yields is not al- 
ways available, but such com- 
ments as, ‘My corn planted be- 
hind lupine held up during the 
dry weather better than where 
I used commercial fertilizer,’ 
‘My cotton stayed green during 
the dry weather where I had 
turned a good crop of lupine,’ 
and, ‘My land gets blacker 
every year where I have been 
turning good crops of lupine,’ 
are being made by farmers who 
have used lupine long enough 
to realize that it gives their 
land that extra something that 
cannot be obtained from com- 
mercial fertilizers alone. 

The _ good results obtained 
from lupine throughout the 
county by farmers too numer- 
ous to mention, and the fact 
that our framers planted over 
700,000 pounds of lupine seed on

38 MILLION FOR 
STATE SCHOOLS 
THIS YEAR 


Montgomery — The State 
Board of Education last week al- 
located $38,000,000 to the 67 
counties for the operation of 
schools during the 1947-48 scho- 
lastic year. 

The all-time high allocation 
represents a 50 per cent increase 
over the amount of funds allo- 
cated schools during the past 
year. 

Teacher units determine - the 
‘amount each county will receive 
—these units are based on the 
number of pupils enrolled and 
number of teachers required for 
them. 

Gov. Folsom, who serves as 
ex-officio chairman of the 
Board, told the board members 
that he favored an even larger 
allocation fund. He predicted 
the income tax for the forth- 
coming year would be from $4,- 
000,000 more than it was for the 
current year, and asked that 
the minimum allocation fund 
be increased accordingly. 

The governor also suggested 
that the pay of class four tea- 
chers—those having two years 
of college training—be increased 
from $1500 to $1800, and that 
those with master’s degrees be 
increased above the $2400 set by 
the Board. 

Jefferson County is tops on 
the list, with an allocation of 
$4,816,690, compared with last 
year’s fund of $2,857,275. Mobile 
County ranks second with $1,- 
549,688, and Montgomery Coun- 
ty comes third with $918,931.

700,000 STUDENTS 
RETURN TO STATE

ENROLLMENT IN VET 
FARM TRAINING 
IS POSTPONED 


On March 15, 1947 when en- 
rollment in Veterans Agricul- 
ture training was closed, it was 
planned to re-open enrollment 
on September 1, 1947. However, 
word has been received from the 
State Department of Hducation 
that enrollment wil remain clos- 
ed until policies and procedur- 
jes under a new law, P. L. 377, 
can be established.

TAXES NEAR 70 
MILLION IN 
11 MONTHS 


Montgomery — Philip J. Ham, 
Commissioner of Revenue, an- 
nounced this week that taxes 
collected by his office during 
the past 11 months hit an all- 
time new figure of $69,578,389. 

This revenue exceeds by $5,- 
000,000 the collections for the 
entire previous year. 

The report showed the three 
largest producers of income over 
the 11-month period as the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Gasoline tax—$22,880,371. 

2. Sales tax—$22,884,438. 

3. Income tax—$9,332,360.

Practically every farmer in 
the county that has seed for 
sale will save enough to plant 
every acre where peanuts and 
cotton is harvested on their 
own farm. After keeping enough 
lupine seed for his own use, S. 
©. Parker, of Basin, was the 
first farmer in the county to 
sell the remainder of his crop. 
Mr. Parker believes in lupine as 
both a cover and seed crop, and 
furthermore, he has convinced 
his neighbors that money spent 
for lupine seed is a good invest- 
ment. 

A. L. Moates, of Enterprise, 
has been planting lupine for se- 
veral years, and you can be as- 
sured that he wouldn’t be so 
enthusiastic about lupine if it 
didn’t me2t his expectations as 
an excellent cover and seed 
crop. 

Accurate records are not usu- 
ally kept by farmers, and the 
actual-value of lupine in in- 
creasing crop yields is not al- 
ways available, but such com- 
ments as, ‘My corn planted be- 
hind lupine held up during the 
dry weather better than where 
I used commercial fertilizer,’ 
‘My cotton stayed green during 
the dry weather where I had 
turned a good crop of lupine,’ 
and, ‘My land gets blacker 
every year where I have been 
turning good crops of lupine,’ 
are being made by farmers who 
have used lupine long enough 
to realize that it gives their 
land that extra something that 
cannot be obtained from com- 
mercial fertilizers alone. 

The _ good results obtained 
from lupine throughout the 
county by farmers too numer- 
ous to mention, and the fact 
that our framers planted over 
700,000 pounds of lupine seed on

38 MILLION FOR 
STATE SCHOOLS 
THIS YEAR 


Montgomery — The State 
Board of Education last week al- 
located $38,000,000 to the 67 
counties for the operation of 
schools during the 1947-48 scho- 
lastic year. 

The all-time high allocation 
represents a 50 per cent increase 
over the amount of funds allo- 
cated schools during the past 
year. 

Teacher units determine - the 
‘amount each county will receive 
—these units are based on the 
number of pupils enrolled and 
number of teachers required for 
them. 

Gov. Folsom, who serves as 
ex-officio chairman of the 
Board, told the board members 
that he favored an even larger 
allocation fund. He predicted 
the income tax for the forth- 
coming year would be from $4,- 
000,000 more than it was for the 
current year, and asked that 
the minimum allocation fund 
be increased accordingly. 

The governor also suggested 
that the pay of class four tea- 
chers—those having two years 
of college training—be increased 
from $1500 to $1800, and that 
those with master’s degrees be 
increased above the $2400 set by 
the Board. 

Jefferson County is tops on 
the list, with an allocation of 
$4,816,690, compared with last 
year’s fund of $2,857,275. Mobile 
County ranks second with $1,- 
549,688, and Montgomery Coun- 
ty comes third with $918,931.

Montgomery — Dr. Austin R.

ENROLLMENT IN VET 
FARM TRAINING 
IS POSTPONED 


On March 15, 1947 when en- 
rollment in Veterans Agricul- 
ture training was closed, it was 
planned to re-open enrollment 
on September 1, 1947. However, 
word has been received from the 
State Department of Hducation 
that enrollment wil remain clos- 
ed until policies and procedur- 
jes under a new law, P. L. 377, 
can be established. In probabili- 
ty enrollment will re-open on 
{October 1, or shortly thereafter. 
When a definite date is set to 
again enroll, it will be announ- 
ced in the county papers. 

Any veteran wishing to enroll 
iin Vocational Agriculture who 
has had previous training under 
P. L. 346 and is now in an in- 
terrupted status should contact 
Dozier Bryan, County Service 
Commissioner, and apply for a 
supplementary Certificate of 
|Bligibility. This procedure is ne- 
cessary because it often takes 
from four to eight weeks to get 
supplementary certificates for 
veterans who have already been 
enrolled in training under P. L.

Confronted by a choice bet- 
ween 1948 marketing quotas 
with prices supported at $150.00 
or more a ton and unrestricted 
production with unsupported 
prices of $60.00 or less, more 
than 300 peanut growers from 
14 Alabama counties met at 
Troy late in August and decided 
unanimously that the wise 
thing to do would be to vote for 
quotas in the referendum to be 
held early in December by pro- 
clamation of Clinton P, Ander- 
son, U. S. Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. 

As a result of the Troy meet- 
ing and the decisions reached 
there, an intensive campaign 
will be pushed in Aabama _ to 
win approval for an acreage al- 
lotment of 362,447 for the 1948 
crop. 

W. B. Crawley, president of 
the GFA Peanut Association and 
chairman of the Alabama Pro- 
duction and Marketing Admin- 
istration (AAA) committee, pre- 
sided and with Walter L. Ran- 
dolph, president of the Alabama 
Farm Bureau Federation; P. O. 
Davis, state extension director 
Second District Congressman 
George Grant, and others, told 
the growers that they could not 
expect to maintain prices at 
present levels without quotas. 
All of them urged a ‘yes’ vote in 
the quota referendum which 
will be held between December 
1 and 15, probably on December

conditions of the referendum. 
The national marketing suota 
for 1948 has been set at 760,000 
tons. It is estimated that this 
will be produced by 2,324,159 
acres. Of this total acreage, Ala- 
bama has been alloted 362,447 
acres. In 1941, the last previous 
year in which acreage allotment 
was made, Alabama allotment 
was 274,907 acres. 

Mr. Bond went on to explain 
that any farmer planting pea- 
nuts for sale this year would be 
eligible to vote in the referen- 
dum, If two thirds of the grow- 
ers voting in referendum yote 
for quotas they will be in effect 
on peanuts for three year period 
—1948, 1949, 1950, 

Ii more than one third of 
those voting oppose marketing 
quotas, then all restrictions will 
be removed and price supports 
with them, 

This was emphasized by Mr. 
Randolph who said that if the 
referendum falls to pass there 
will be no loan or diversion pro- 
gram on the 1948 crop, On the 
other hand if two thirds of the 
voters throughout the peanut 
belt vote in favor of quotas 
there will be a loan of 90 per 
cent of parity prices on peanuts 
in 1948 and Congress will work 
out a loan or diversion program 
for 1949 and 1950. 

Mr. Randolph predicted that 
if growers failed to approve 
quotas in the December referen- 
dum process decline to $60.00 a 
ton or less. 

Earlier in the year Mr. Ran- 
dolph, with others, counseled a- 
gainst the referendum which 
the Agriculture Secretary called 
arguing that a limitation on 
production would be unwise and 
unnecessary. Te cabinet mem- 
ber, however, called the refer- 
endum anyway, leaving little 
choice for growers.

1,000,000 BALES OF 
COTTON PRODUCED 
THIS YEAR 


Montgomery — The largest 
cotton crop in three years has 
been reported by the Alabama 
Co-Op Reporting Service in a 
statement which said that 1,- 
000,000 bales will be harvested 
from the current crop. 

Favorable August weather re- 
sulted in an estimated increased 


lyield of 80,000 bales. The report 


stated that production is up 
sharply in central and south 
Alabama, but in the Tennessee 
it is only moderately higher 
than in 1946. 7 

Total acreage preducing the 
million bales is estimated at 1,- 
572,000 acres, with an estimated 
yield of 305 lint pounds per acre, 
which is 47 pounds per acre 
heavier than a year ago. 

Only three states lead Alaba- 
ma in cotton production: Texas, 
Mississippi, and Arkansas, with 
Texas producing 3,150,000 bales 
being far in the lead.

Peanuts, cotton, and corn fit 
in our farming system without a 
serious conflict. Cotton is picked 
before peanuts are ready to dig, 
and corn can be harvested af- 
ter peanuts are dug and picked, 
or grazed off by livestock. Cot- 
ton and peanuts are cash crops 
while corn is mainly grown for 
feed. However, some farmers 
sell corn. The total cash money 
received depends on the yield of 
these crops. The yield depends 
on the fertility of Soil. One of 
the best ways to get high yields 
and increase income is to grow 
winter legumes to turn in the 
spring. Why winter legumes? 
Because they grow on the land 
in winter and need no cultiva- 
tion. They develop a big root 
system. This holds the soil. 
Much valuable plant food is 
held and prevented from leach- 
ing out or wasting away. Then, 
too, they add lots of nitrogen 
and organic matter each year 
which will continue to build 
the soil. 


When there’s plenty of green 
crops in winter, farmers have 


It’s a long time till cotton 
planting time—but still not too 
early to save good planting seed 
from breeder seed planted this 
year, Agronomists of the Alaba- 
ma Extension Service advise 
farmers to place orders now for 
breeder or first year seed be- 
cause good cotton seed are likely 
to be scarce next spring. 


Farmers should make plans 
not to graze crops such as crim- 
son cloyer-rysgrass mixture or 
oats and vetch too heavily this 
fall. Some grazing, however, is 
needed to settle the soil before 
winter rains.
